One unfired shell was in

Debra, 13. all died of head 
wounds, officers said.

and with 
minimum lot 
dimensions of 200 by 300 feet 
E sta te 
Developm ent-2 
(ED-2) provides for a lot no 
less than 43,000 square feet 
in area and with a minimum 
lot dimensions of i5u by 25u 
feet. Single Family-l-Estate 
(SF-l-E) provides for a lot no 
less than 22,000 square feet 
in area and with minimum 
lot dimensions of IOO by 150 
feet. 
ED-1 zoning also permits 
no more 
than 
two large 
an im als 
(cattle, 
horses, 
sheep 
and 
goats) 
to 
be 
maintained per acre of lot 
area. Swine and fowl are 
forbidden and only horses 
can be kept for breeding 
purposes. 
After lengthy discussion,

Governor Dolph Briscoe 
has announced that Texas' 
voluntary 
energy 
con­ 
servation program-initiated 
last December-has resulted 
in "significant savings" 
throughout the state in the 
consumption of gasoline, 
middle distillate fuels and 
electricty. 
"The 
latest 
figures, 
compiled by my office, show 
that the 90-day self-rationing 
program which I outlined 
last 
November 
28 
is 
working." the governor said. 
"Therefore. I 
am calling 
for a continuation of that 
program and 
I urge all 
Texans to continue 
their 
efforts to save energy to 
save jobs.” 
Under 
that 
90-day 
program. 
Texas 
state 
agencies were called upon to 
lead the way in the con­ 
servation effort. “ While the 
savings we could realize 
would be relatively small, 
compared 
with 
total 
statewide consumption, 
it 
was obvious 
that 
state 
government could not ask 


citizens and industry to 
make 
sacrifices 
that 
we 
ourselves were unwilling or 
unable 
to 
m ake," 
the 
governor said. 
“ I am pleased to report 
that 
state 
government 
reduced 
electrical 
con­ 
sumption by 12 percent, and 
natural gas consumption by 
22 percent during December 
and January, compared with 
the same period last year. 
“ Preliminary data for the 
month of January also show 
that 
state agencies have 
been able to cut back on 
gasoline used by state-owned 
vehicles by about 26 percent 
compared with January, 
1973.” 
On the statewide level, the 
governor continued, the 
conservation figures, while 
not as dramatic as those of 
government 
agencies, 
represent dramatic savings 
in total fuel consumption. 
Total gasoline sales for 
the month of December and 
January were up only 0.3 
percent over sales during 
December 1972 and January

Texas Loses 31 Million Gallons of Gasoline 


Frances “ Sissy" Faren- 
thold said Texas lost over 31 
million gallons of gasoline 
this month because “ Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe gave the 
Federal Eenrgy Office the 
wrong figures” on which to 
base 
gasoline 
allocations. 
Farenthold said Texans 
got 31,600,000 gallons “ less 
than we were entitled to 
because of the ineptness of 
the current Governor. And 
this happened in a State 
where 40 percent of the 
Nation's 
gasoline 
is 
produced!" she said. 
“ The Governor has the 


responsibility of providing 
the Federal Energy Office 
(F E O ) with figures on Texas 
gasoline 
consumption," 
Farenthold said. She noted 
that Briscoe told FEO that 
Texas’ consumption was 
578.3 million gallons of 
gasoline in March of 1972. 
It was not until after the

made

allocation decision that it 
was discovered Texas had 
actually consumed at least 
609.9 million gallons of 
gasoline 
last 
March, 
Farenthold said

Governor Briscoe gave the 
FEO figures that fell short. 
Farenthold said, “ The 
rising cost of gasoline is due 
to shortages at the consumer 
level. Instead of helping to

Office the wrong figures.

Farenthold also called for 
strengthening of the State’s 
anti-trust laws to prevent 
giant oil companies from 
manipulating supplies to 
drive independents out of 
business. 
“ We could have these 
things if we had a governor 
vigorously serving the public 
interest. 
We 
don’t," 
Farenthold said. She cited 
Briscoe s appointment oi on 
men and oil lobbyists to oil 
policy boards as an example 
of the Governor’s devotion to 
private government. 
“ He appointed a former 
railroad commissioner who 
resigned amidst revelations 
that he made $1.7 million in 
the oil business while serving 
on the State board that 
regulated that industry. He 
appointed a man who was 
twice indicted for theft 
during the slanted well 
scandals of 1962, 
and who 
eventually paid fines of over 
$42,000 for having oil wells 
that pumped up his neigh-

bor’s oil instead of his own,” 
Farenthold said. 
Briscoe’s appointment of 
oil men to agencies which 
develop oil policy is an 
example of “ letting the fox 
guard the chicken coop,” she 
said.

governor called on them to 
continue their efforts. 
“ We must not allow our­ 
selves to drift back to old 
habits of wasteful con­ 
sumption,” he said. “ Even 
with the 
Middle Eastern 
embargo lifted, we will still 
have an energy shortage for 
some time to come. Experts 
tells us that demand will 
continue to exceed supply 
and we are still facing a 
serious problem in refining 
capacity nationwide. 


“ Therefore, I call on all 
Texans to continue asking 
themselves, ‘is this trip 
really 
necessary?’ 
before 
they 
get 
into 
their 
automobiles. 
I 
call 
on 
Texans to continue prac­ 
ticing energy conservation 
in their homes, especially 
with 
hot 
weather 
ap­ 
proaching. 
“ And I again call on the 
major oil companies to 
practice business statesman 
ship by reinvesting their 


profits into exploration and 
research." 
The governor also com­ 
mended Texas motorists for 
their compliance with the 
new 55-mph speed limit 
which was prompted by the 
energy crisis. “ Texas has 
realized 
a 
27 
percent 
decrease in traffic deaths 
thus far this year and a 
major share of this decline 
can be directly attributed to 
drivers adhering to the lower 
speed limits,” Briscoe said.
